Foz the vie & ercrciſe thercoff, 
ingedereth in the hart of p diceplater, 
a facilitie & inclination to al wicked⸗ 
neſſe t vice: Jn ſuch wiſe, as many 
haue bene, e oftentimes are moſt fil- 
thie 4 thfamous endes to themſelves, 
and a ſozow, griefe, doloz and ſhame 
to their friends & purents. The which

The Lacedemonians; who were 

ſo nofably well inſtructed in all ver⸗ 

tue and modeffie of lyfe, by the la wes 

of Lycutgus, neuer knew faith Xcno- 

phon, what wine was:as men dzinke +» 
ing none, oz if they dzunke anp, ik 
was with io much water, as it taſted 
nothing of wine. 

Foz the ſame woꝛthy Lawmaker 
molt ſtraightly ſoꝛbadde ſuperſluous 
OY and bibbing, vppon great 

paines 
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ines and puniſhments, as a 
ſaith he, that doth both infec þ 10 
the iolitie of the bodpe, the nobilitie 
and integritie of the minde. 

And pet notwithſtanding he ſom⸗ 
times permitted them to dꝛinkez but 
alwaies vnder ſubtecion of dzinking 
very little and ſoberly. 
Plutarch in his Apothegmes u ma / 
keth mention that the ſame Lacede- 
monians,fearing- leaſt their childzen 
ſhold run into the vice oz ſin of dzun- 
kines, the better to eſtraunge t dzius 
them from it, they cauled oftentimes 
their ſeruants,(02 as others ſay)po2- 
ers.02 ſuch kinde of men as vſed to 
be dzunk, to be bzought befoze them, 
to the ende, that their childzen ſeeing 
the beaſtly behauiour and filthy fachi⸗ 
ons of thoſe dzunkardes, might haue 
the ſame vice in perpetuall hozrour 
and abbomination. 

The Perſians aunciently (bæinge 
a warlike people) vſed to dzinke ns 
wine, but (laith Xenophon)their ones 


- ly dzinke was altogether pure wa⸗ 


ker. Whoſe childzen ſaxth the ſame 
anth02, 


betwe ene, th hre E dretheren. 


authoꝛ, when they travailed abꝛode. 
vled o2dinarily to earrys with them 
cuppes 02 pottes of earth, to dzinks 
water in by the way, alwaies when 
they were thir tie, thinkinge (as no 
doubt it is) 5 to dzinke when thirlt 
enfo2ceth - and that onely pure wa⸗ 
ter, was uo leſſe p2ofitable & health- 
full, then pleaſaunt x delightfull, and 
that they did to auoide wine, wheroff 
by that meanes they had no deſire 02 
care; 
The Acgyptians, they had of olde 
a terteine meaſure which was verye 
little, þ quantitie whercoff they dur 
not excedc, when oz wherſoeuer they 
were dzinking of wine. 

Plato, Ariſtotle, Euſebius, and Ga- 
len, doe greatly commend and pꝛaiſe 
the Carthaginians law, by which it is 
denied to auy whatſocuer he bee, du- 
ring the time 5 they be in campe, ez 
in ſiege, oꝛ inp affapꝛes of warre, to 
dꝛinke any wine at al, but altogether 
do abſteine frõ it, dꝛinking all p time 
no other then faire water, as being 
of opinion, that by Mine men are 

mads 
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delicate and deintie to beare anp la⸗ 
boar 02 trauaile, and alſo that it doth 
hinder and hurt as wel the head cap | 
taine, as the ſouldier, of that care, 
die, pollicie, and dilligence which they 
ought to hane agatnſt their ents 
mies. | 
Which conſideration it ſhould ſeme 
did make the auncient Captaines, 
men of warre & legionaries of Rome, 
being molt wozthy and valiant wars 
riours, to be ſober in dꝛinke: in ſuch 
wiſe as it is wzitte of the noble cap- 
taine, Lucius Papirius Dictator, that 
beeing readye to giue battaile to the 
Sainnites,he made a ſolempne vowe; 
that it he obteined victozy oner them; 
he woulde dzinke a cup full of wine 
to Iupiter, as who ſhould ſape, that to 
doe lo, it is a meruailous ſtraunge 
thing. 

Cato likewiſe, whom thou O dꝛun⸗ 
kard diddeſt often bzinge in fo2 thy 
purpoſe againſt vs, returning victozi- 
dully from Spaine , enuironed with 
many notable ſpoiles,accampted it a 
great 


tout by Sea, head 1. no o⸗ 
cer tithe then "the kame of 
ion marrtners.

Alſo: the reaſon why Denis (com⸗ 
monlye called Bacchus) after the 
Ethnickes , the firſt inuentour of 
Wine, is pictured bz papnted with 
hoznes-vppon his heade', is not bi⸗ 
cauſe. the ſame godly God of dꝛon⸗ 
kardes did firſt copple Oren toge⸗ 
ther, as Diodorus bel ueth, but bi⸗ 
caule that only by his inuention, that 
G. ij. 7 0 is 
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is to ſape, of wine, and the outragi⸗ 
dus bſe there-off, men become hoz⸗ 
ned, that is to ſay furious, and eaſily 
moued to erceſſe and raſh inſolence, 

Foz onely the moſt poze and wꝛet⸗ 
tchedeſt abied that is, if hee bee once 
ouercome with wine, he then as foz- 
getfall of his calling and qualitie, ta⸗ 
keth hoznes vpon him ſaith the Poet, 
that is, he raiſeth him-ſelfe vp in all 
fierceneſſe and pꝛeſumption, euen vn⸗ 
to the diſdaining of the moſt noble e 
mightie,# lyke vnto Aeſopes Crane, 
he compareth him-ſelfe. with his ſu- 
periours and betters. 

Alſo the ſame is tobe ſcene in the 
molt ignozant, ſottiſh and vnlearned, 
foz being once vppon his hoꝛnes, vou 
ſhall pꝛeſently heare him, be it right 
62 wꝛong, vppon his Ergoes, philoſo- 

dying againſt Plato and Ariſtotle:oz 

oencherubind, he will diſpute obſti⸗ 
nately on ſome other Art oz Science, 
againſt the beſt learned and moſt exs 
perimented men that are in the 
wozld,

will boldlye intermeddle him-ſelfe

Foz Which occaſion the Scithians 
wiſely and wittily quibbing and re- 
pꝛouing the Greekes Orges and Bac- 
chanales, (Which were wont to cele⸗ 
bzate the Feall of their dꝛonken God 
Bacchus, by exteſſe dzinking of wine, 
in playing on Tabozs, Timpanies, 
ſuch like diſlolute dꝛonkennes) deni⸗ 
ed © diſabowed that a God ſhould bs 
an innentoz.of ſo pernicious © hates 
full a thing(ſpeaking ol wine) ſeeing 
that men there by become furious 
and frenticke. 

Alſo Diogenes called ſach feaſts 
and banquets as they celebzated to 
Bacchus in Athens, the 5 of 
foles. 

And Pallingenius following the 
ſame (inmocking alſo the Thebans, 
who glozied that Bacchus was bozng 
in Thebes, but Indie denpeth it,) 
cryed out; O you off-ſpzing of Cad-

Wut who can wrehehtke che tho 
ſand thouſand part of the euilles and 
 inconneniences/that' pꝛoceede ofithis 
red noſed God: To3/(Faith Salomon) ts 
whom happens carè, doldurſill hapys, 
firife, wounds, want of fight, trouble 
of minde, and ſuch lyke, ſaue onelpe 
vnto thoſe that haunt the Wine Tas 
uerne, and that ſfudie- and take de⸗ 
lyght to emptie the pots.

The lpke where-off, Homer in 
his Odiſles rehearſed, happened vnto 
Elphenor , who hauing dzonke him⸗ 


ſelfe dꝛonken, bzake his necke going 
downe a high hill nere vnto the pal⸗ 
laice of Circes, in following of Vlyſ- 
ſes and his fellowe Grecians , which 
already were diſcended nie embar⸗ 
ked . Which thing him-Celfe afters 
wards confeſſed,fo2 ſhozt time after, 
the ſame King of Ithaca finding him 
in Pel,aſked p cauſe of his comming 
thether ; to which Elphenor aunſwe⸗ 
red, the Wline which J dꝛanke ſo 
exceſliuelye whiles J lvued did lay 
me. a 
The ſame alſo beguilpng the 
ſtrengthe of Holophernes, as it is 
Wzitten in Judith, was cauſe that 
hee loſt his heade, by the handes of 
that god Matrone: which thing had 
not happened vnto that fearefull and 
dꝛeaded Gyant, had he read and fols 
lowed the ſaying of the Prophet Ef- 
dras, where it is witten: Mine is 
ſtronger then they that dꝛinke it, fo: 
it conuerteth all our fantaſies into 
an aſſured pleſure, it cozrupteth iudg⸗ 
ment, it maketh the thoughts of men 
vaine and ridiculous: thoſe of 1 
chi

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kings:thoſe ſcruants like vnto thoſe 
of maſters:and thoſe of the pw2e like 
vnto thoſe of the rich. Foz the dzun- 
kard knoweth neither what be ſapth, 
noz what be doth:he thinketh & dzea- 
meth, al his hie thoughts to be honeſt 
and lawdable;he maketh no account 
of king oꝛ Pagiſtrate:he neuer ſpea- 
keth but by talents & thouſands: he 
neuer remembzeth o2 eſtemeth of 
friendſhippe 02 b2otherhode : but 
fo the contrary, all furious without 
occaſion, & foz a thing of naught he 
takes his ſwoꝛd in hand;foz Ctriefe x 
contentid(ſaith Salamon)is in wine:
